San Francisco Bay Turned 
into a Maelstrom. 


Great Ships Drag Anchors and Come 
in Frequent Collision. 


Many Smaller Craft Are Sunk or 
Dashed to Pieces. 


The George WwW. Elder Driven Ashore—A 
Great Amount of Damage All Along 
the Water-front—The Storm 
Elsewhere,

Sawn Francisco, Nov. 27.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.]| Shipping inSan Fran- 
cisco Bay had a lively time lagt night 
and today. The weather has been 
stormy forthe past few days, and last 
night before midnight a furious gale 


commenced, which seemed to increase | 


in intensity until nearly noon today. 
Then the wind began to go down, but 
there wasstill a heavy gale on at 6 
p-m. At2 o'clock this afternoon the 
wind was blowing fifty-four miles an 
hour from the southwest, and during 
the early morning the velocity must 
have been much greater. 

Outside the Heads the weather .and 
sea wefe so bad that no ships left port, 
and there were only one or two arrivals 
of steamers. Even in thesheltered bay 
the sea was unprecedentedly heavy. 
Ships were torn from their anchorage 
and knocked together, and those lying 
at the wharves were banged up consid- 
erably. Tugs were in great demand to 
pull colliding vessels apart. There 
were a score of accidents, but so far as 
is reported there was no‘loss of life. 

The British ship Stronsa and the ship 

Occidental dragged their anchors and 
fouled each other inthe stream. The 
damage was slight, however, and they 
soon drifted apart. The British ships 
Talisman and Manchester, «which were 
at anchor in the stream, drifted to- 
gether, and, before they were hauled 
apart by tugs, damaged each other con- 
siderably. The British ship Nereus 
broke adrift from her berth at the long 
wharf, Oakland, and fouled the British 
ship Benicia and the schooner Laura 
Pike. All three were severely damaged 
and had to be cleared by tugs. 
_ Long wharf became unsafe and the 
ship Arethusa was pulled out inte the 
stream, where she dropped anchor. 
The schooner Maria Z. Smith collided 
with a scow in Mission Bay. The Har- 
rison street wharf was badly shaken by 
seas going clear over it. The whaling 
bark William Bavle lost one of her 
anchors and went sailing down the bay. 
She dropped another anchor in time to 
save her from further injury. . 

The wind was accompanied by a pelt- 
ing rain, which fell steadily for nearly 
twelve hours. Indications for tonight 
are that there will be more rain and 
more wind. Telegraph wires are in bad 
shape, and forashorttime San Fran- 
cisco was cut off from communication 
with most of the outside world. 

The storm continues tonight with al- 
most unabated fury. Heavy rain is 
falling anda high wind blowing. In ad- 
dition to the damage to ships at anchor 
in‘the stream and at the wharves of San 
Francisco and Oakland, shipping suf- 
fered severely at Sausalito and Tiburon, 
on the Marin county shore. The dam- 
age at Tiburon alone is estimated at 
from $20,000 to $30,000, and there is 
probably as much more at Sausalito. 
At both these places big ships and 
steamers lie up for the winter, as well 
as a great many yachts and small beats. 
They were hustled about by the wind 
and sea in a mostalarming manner. 

At Tiburon the vacht Belle, valued at 
$7000, was blown ashore and pounded 
to pieces. The yacht Duke was a'so 
wrecked, as wellas a number of small 
boats. 

At Sausalito the big iron steamer 
George W. Elder dragged her anchor 
and went on the rocks, where she 
pounded a hole in her bottom. She was 
pulled off by a tug, butis still in a dan- 
gerous position and liable to go ashore 
again if the wind changes. Half a 
dozen big ships were run up on the mud 
flats, but their position is not consid- 
ered dangerous. The gasoline launch 
Marin was driven under the big ferry 
boat Tamalpais and sank. The yacht 
Nellie also ran into the Tamalpais and 
was badly battered. The valuable 
steam launch Mary McNeil was driven 
ashore.: The Tamalpais Land and 
Water Company’s wharf was destroyed 
by heavy seas. 

The damage to big ships on the San 
Francisco and Oakland sides of the bay 
cannot be estimated until they go on 
the dry dock for repairs. The big iron 
ships Talisman, Benicia and Nereus had 
plates stove in and spars broken while 
in collision. Hundreds of small sail and 
row boats were knocked to pieces or 
sunk. 

In San Francisco the wind did no very 
— harm. Some trees were biown 

own and chimneys toppled over. The 
rain also caused a few sewers to break, 
and washed out gardens and yards. 
At Golden Gate Park the Casino was 
unroofed and plants and shrubbery suf- 
fered some injury. 


The storm is general throughout, 


Northern and Central California. but~ 


bevond a few buildings unroofed no 
damage is reported. 


THE STORM ELSEWHERE. 


Heavy Rain and Furious Wind Keported 
in Various Places. 

WHEATLAND, Nov. 27.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A heavy wind sprung 
up about 3 o’clock this morning and in- 
creased in violence, blowing over out- 
houses and shattering windmills. At 9 
o'clock the tin roof of the Odd Fe. lows’ 
two-story brick building blew away. 
The heavy rain which followed did 
about eight hundred dollars damage to 
plastering and furniture. At this writ- 
ing the rain has ceased, but the heavy 


wind continues. Overan inch of rain 
has fallen. 

Winters, Nov. 27.—The first real 
rain of the season is upon us, and 1.23 
inches has fallen for the season to date 
against .84 of an inch last season to 
the same date. Every one is rejoiced | 


atthe prospect. A high wind prevailed 
last night, but no damage was done. 

Gi.noy, Nov. 27.—A very heavy rain- 
storm prevailed here last night, accom- 
panied by light showers. The wind is 
blowing a gale today and appearances 
are favorable for a heavy rainstorm. 

Mopvesto, Nov. 27.— The heaviest 
south wind which has prevailed for 
years swept through Modesto last even- 
ing and today, blowing gusts of dust 

and playing havoc with swinging signs 
and windmills. This afternoon the 
wind subsided and a heavy rainfall 
started in. 

Sonoma Nov. 27.—The heaviest 
snorm of the season occurred here last 
night. The rain fell in torrents, ac- 
comparfied by heavy showers of hail. 

Mercep, Nov. 27.—The hardest wind 
known for years has been blowing dur- 
ing the day. The only damage thus far 
is that signsare blown down throughout 
thecity. A few windows are broken, 
trees in yards are blown down and the 
rand stand at the race track is de- 
stroved. 

SacnaMento, Nov. 27.—A_ terrific 
Windstorm burst on the city about mid- 
| night, and continued with great fury 
until 10 this morning, when the gale 
slackened somewhat, as rain began to 
fall. It rained all day. but late tonight 
it is clearing, with the wind from the 
| east and still blowing stiffly. While the 
storm was at its height several thousand 
dollars of damage was done. Several 
buildings had their tin-roof coverings 
rolled up and carried off. Trees, awn- 
ings and fences were blown down and 
| signs scattered about the streets. Two 
old and unoccupied houses were toppled 
over into the slough near the Chinese 
quarter, and in the suburbs yards were 
strewn with overturned outhouses and 
sheds. Sufficient rain has fallen here 
toenable farmers to begin plowing, 
which was greatly needed. 

Santa Cruz, Nov. 27.—The heaviest 
storm of wind and rain for many years 
is prevailing. There has been no dam- 
age beyond the loss of a couple of fish- 
ing boats. Trainmen on electric cars 
running to the cliff this evening ob- 
served rockets being sent up some dis- 
tance out to sea, supposed to be from 
some vesselin distress. There are no 
tugs or life-saving service here, and no 
response could be made tothe signals. 
They were not observed after 10 
o’clock. 


TOSSED AND GORED. 


Frightful Seenes at a Mexican Bull 
Fight, 


Barricade Broken and Spectators Charged 
by the Iafuriated Animais—Seats 
Collapse—One Person Killed— 
Scores Injared.

Onizans, Nov. 27.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Picayune’s Sal- 
tillo (Mexico) special says: ‘‘The 
Mayor of Arteaga, a town forty miles 
southeast, arrived here this morning, 
and relates a thrilling story of an acci- 
dent that occurred at Arteaga yester- 
day. The object of his visit was to se- 
cure medical aid for the unfortunate 
victims. The fall festival opened in 
Arteago this week, a feature of which 
was bull fights. The great event of the 
week was postponed until vesterday, 
when four wild bulls were turned into 
the ring at once. 

“About 4 o'clock, when about 3000 
spectators were present, the bull-fight- 
ers took their places and the animals 
were turned into the arena. After 
working up the bulls into a state of 


4 frenzy a matador attempted to kill the 


first bull. The wounds were not fatal 
and the bellowing and wild capers of the 
wounded animal stampeded the’ others 
and they made a united rush against 
the barricade made for the protection 
of the spectators. The barricade gave 
way and the bulls rushed frantically 
into the crowd, tossing people right 
and left. 

‘In the height of the excitement the 
seats collapsed and fully fiftv people sus- 
tained broken limbs and severe inter- 
nal injuries, whilea number of others 
Were otherwise injured. The bulls 
killed one person and wounded ten 
others.”’ 


CORBETT’S SCHEME. 


The Champion Wil! Act and Box at the 
World's Pair. 

New York, Nov. 27.—Jim Corbett’s 
scheme for the construction of a mas- 
sive building to hold sparring exhibi- 
tions and appear in daily plays at the 
World’s Fair in Chicagois already a 
fixtur P. H, Flanley and O. H. Mat- 
Chicago, representing a syndi- 
c f capitalists of that city, and who 
are promoters of the scheme, have ar- 
rived in the city forthe purpose of se- 
curing Corbett’s signature toa contract. 
The representatives of the syndicate 
say the building is to be built at a cost 
of $100,000. The building will be lo- 
cated on Fifty-sixth street between Cor- 
nell streetand Kast End avenue, con- 
venient to all rail and water routes. 
William A. Brady will manage the 
theatrical end of the venture. Corbett 
is to give three performances daily. 

Thechampion believes the venture 
will be a profitable one. He will start 
performing at Chicago about May and 
continue incessantly until September. 
He expects to realize over $50,000. 
The building will be known as Corbett’s 
Vaudeville and Operahouse. 


A Pair of Smooth Ones Caught.

impressions conveyed by certain lLuro- 
pean papers, are strongly resented by 
delegates of all opinions. Indeed, it 
has caused a Russian delegate tonight 
to announce his intention of bringing 
the matter before the convention to- 
morrow, and protesting against the cir- 
culation of such reports. 


THE RIGHT OF SEIZURE. 


Latest Phase of the Mijares Case in Ven- 
ezuela. 

Caracas, Nov. 27.—[{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| A minister at the 
capital today told a correspondent Gen. 
Crespo would maintain full jurisdiction 
in Venezuela, and especially its right to 
arrest criminals on merchant ships in 
her waters. This right will be more 
particularly insisted upon when fugi- 
tives are citizens of Venezuela. 

Wasninctox, Nov. 27.—Happily it 
appears from unofficial’ news received 
from Venezuela that the Mijares inci- 
dent is atan end, and the Venezuelan 
government has been silenced by the 
presentation of the case made by Min- 
ister {cruggs. Mr. Shannon, United 
States Minister to Nicaragua, has made 
an interesting weport to the Depart 
menut of State régarding the Gamez 
case. Mr. Shannon finds that’ the 
courts of Nicaragua, upon the actual 
trial of the captain, who refused to sur- 
render Gamez, found he was warranted 
in refusing. 


FIRE AT EDINBURGH, 


A Big Silk Firm and Other Concerns 
Burned Oat. 

Epvinecren, Nov. 27.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Jenner’s silk store 
containing a large stock of goods for 
Christmas, has been burning since last 
night. The employés who slept in the 
building escaped iu their night clothes. 
Everything is lost. The firemen di- 
rected their efforts to saving the Royal 
Hotel. Two firemen were badly in- 
jured, Jenner's loss is about $500,° 
000. The damage to adjacent build- 
ings from tire and water will probably 
reach $750,000.

$125,000 by fire today. 


Buenos Ayres Finances, 

Buenos Ayres, Nov. 27.—The Minis- 
ter of Finance makes a statement in 
which he declares that it will be im- 
possible to resume cash payments. 
Payment in funding bonds must be dis- 
continued because it is disastrous to the 
nation. He proposes to convert the 
paper issue at the rate of $2.50 for one 
national dollar. He considers that 
$80,000,000 in the national bank has 
been lost. 


Baron Hirsch's Mishap. 

Panis, Nov. 27.—It is reported here, 
on seemingly good authority, that 
Baron Hirsch’s right hand was blown 
off though the bursting of the breech of 
a gun with which he was shooting. 

According to the last report it seems 
the accident is only a bad burn and he 
will be all right again after a few days’ 
rest. 


Anarchists Dispersed by Police. 

Lonpon, Nov. 27.—Trafalgar Square 
was today the scene of another ani- 
mated gathering of Socialists, Anarch- 
ists and otherwise motley crowds 
which required police supervision. 
When revolutionary talk was indulged 
the police dispersed the meeting.

A FLORIDA TRAGEDY. 


An Indignant Husband Shoots His Wife's 
Alleged Assailant. 

GAINESVILLE (Fla.), Nov. 27.—[By'the 
Associated Press.| Shortly before mid- 
night last night Thornton S. String- 
fellow came home and saw his wife and 
Charles H. Pratt, a prominent State 
journalist, in what he thought a pecu- 
liar position. He drewa revolver and 
fired through an open window. Pratt 
rolled off the bed and staggered to the. 
front door, where Stringfellow met him 
and shot him through the heart, death 
being instantaneous. 

Mrs. Stringfellow says Pratt came to 
the house latein the evening, and at once 
began love-making, and finally -picked 
Ber up and carried her into an adjoin- 
ing room and threw her on the bed. 
She resisted him, and just then her 
husband arrived, with the result as 
above. 

The jury which was at once impan- 
eled returned a- verdict in accordance 
with the facts, and Stringfellow was 
released on his own recognizance. He 
sent a friend to his house to secure his 
child, but the mother met him at the 
door with a pistol in her hand-and-said-+ 
the child would only be taken over her 
dead body. 


THEY LOOKED IN VAIN. 


Astronomers See Neither Comet Nor Me- 
teoric Display. 

Caicaco, Nov. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Local astronomers were 
much disappointed today at being un- 
able to obtain a view of the comet and 
expected star shower, but the sky was 
overcast theentire day with heavy, gray 
clouds. 


Prof. Hough, of the Dearborn Ob- 
servatory, said tonight: ‘There has 
not been the slightest chance of seeing 
the comet.. It is not Biela’s anyway, 
nor is it at all likely to collide with the 
earth; in fact, it is moving directly 
away from our planet at the rate of fit- 
teen miles per second and it is already 
150,000,000 miles away. 

Dispatches from many points through- 
out the West and Northwest state in- 
ability to see meteors or comet. 

New Haven (Ct.,) Nov. 27.—Yale ob- 
servatory astronomers were on watch fon 
the shower of meteors, as this was the 
night they were expected. They were 
disappointed. No meteoric display 
took place.

The Treasurer of the 
lnited States has submitted his annual 
report. It Net ordinary re- 
sources of the Government for the fiscal 


shows: 


year, £354,937,784, a decrease of 
$37,674.63; net ordinary expendi- 
tures, 8345,025,330, a decrease of 
$10,549,354. The total receipts for 
the year were 786,401,296, and ex- 
penditures $§684,019,289. The re- 
ceipts are divided into two general 
classes, the first comprising ordinary 


revenues, receipts from loans and de- 
posits, for the retirement of national 
bank notes, etc. The second class, 
arising from the issue of gold, silver 

and cur re ney certificates, Linited States 
notes and treasury notes tendsto swell 
che assets of the treasury, but does not 
affect the available balance. For the 
tirst, the figures show an excess of 
in expenditures over rev- 
enues in 1891, and upward of %25,- 
00.000 in 1892; in the second there 
is an excess of nearly $69,000,000 in 
the receipts in the former year, and 
one of 880,000,000 in the latter. 
Compared with 1891 there is a saving 
of upward of $14,000,000 in interest, 

out ot which a surplus was realized, 

1otwithstanding the cutting down of 
revenues by legislation. 

On June 30,,1891, there stood charged 
io the treasurvon the books of hte 
Re; ister a balance of $726,222,332: 

iding thereto the revenues of the year 
irom all sources givesa total of 
462,628,623 to be accounted for. Out 
of this there was disbursed a total of 
S684,.019,289, leaving a balance of 
&778.609,339, June 30, 1892. In ad- 
dition there are other liabilities arising 
from various sources. These, together 
with sums of money collected, but not yet 
charged to the Treasurer, brought the 
total liabilities to 777,864,945 at the 
former date and $815,6381,638 at the 
latter. 

Analyzing the true condition of the 
treasury and setting aside trust funds, 
the Treasurer shows a working balance, 
cash and deposits, amounting to $207,- 
110,451 at the beginning of the year, 
and 165,718,150 attheend. Of the 
former the amount $119,000,000 and 
of the latter $114,500,000 was gold. 
The amount of the public debt is given 
at $1,545,996,591 on Juue 30, 1891, 
and $1,588,464,144 on June 30, 
1892. Loans resting on the credit of 
the United States have been cut down 
from $1.005,806,560 to $968,218,- 
842, while those secured by full de- 
positin the treasury increased from 
$540,190,081 to $620,245,804. The 
gratifying improvement in the condi- 
tion of the debt has been produced®Sby 
the reduction of interest-bearing loans, 
conversion of matured bonds into others 
payable at option, and extinction of a 
considerable part of loans payable on 
demand. A total net reduction of 
$37,587,719 in the items was effected 
by the application of surplus revenues 
of the year, amounting to nearly $10,- 
000,000, together with upward of 
$27,000,000 taken from cash in the 
treasury. 

According to the revised estimates 
the total stock of money of all kinds in 
the country on June 8O was $2,374,- 
334,049, an increase of $50,000,000 
in a year. By eliminating a part of 


the paper currency, which is purely 


representative, the effective stock is 
‘cound to have been $1,758,953,745, 
an increase of $70,000,000. Discuss- 
ing thechanges in amount and com- 
position of the money stock, the Treas- 
urerfinds the increase the result of a 
production of nearly @17,000,000 in 
gold in excess of industrial consamp- 
tion and a fresh issue of $5,000,000 of 
Tational bank notes, together with the 
changes in the stock of silver. Of the 
uggregate stock of money at the 
end of the fiscal year, §$§771,- 
was in treasury 
ind mints, leaving $1,6038,081,736 in 
the hands of the people. The holdings 
of the treasury increased $50,000,000 
and the amount in circulatian $100,- 
VOV.000, During the year the issues 
of United States . paper currency 
amounted to $376,726,5383, exceeding 
these of any previous year. Of this 
amount $2958,000.000 took the place 
ot like kinds, while 878,000,000 con- 
sisted of fresh issues. Partly in conse- 
yuence of the improved condition of 
the coins themselves and partly asa 


result of a more liberal plan of dis- 
tribuiion, the treasury between June 
HO, ISYl, and September 1802,

LABOR LARCENY. 


Arbitration from a Workingman’s Point 
of View—Some Good Sense.

tury.) 

It is common sense to suppose that 
where two men dispute, say on the 
length of a pine board, or the diameter 
of a wheel, they caliin some man with 
a tape line to find out the dimensions, 
and to decide the dispute; this is a good 
old-fashioned and square-footed way of 
settling the whole matter. This plain 
and practical sense is just as 
handy and useful in a _ dispute 
with our employers. But is it not 
a fact with too many of us that we are 
sticklers for one side of the argument, 
and will neither consider nor examine 
the other’ It is just this one-eyed kind 
of business that makes us lopsided and 
cross-grained, and as troublesome as a 
blind mule or a deaf dog. In many 
cases we run ourselves into such repri- 
sais as strikes and boycotts, when a lit- 
tle sense ang some fair investigation 
would have made such an action as 
ricidulous as trying tostop a round hole 
with a square peg. We are not talking 
now of justifiable strikes, nor are we 
teaching the soft nonsense that we are 
in duty bound to lie still and be skinned 
alive, but only (and let us here be 
clearly understood) of such strikes as 
are hot-headed, blind, foolish, and 
downright iniquities. Take this fora 
sample: 

We draw upa schedule of wages— 
fixed and unalterable, till officially 
acted upon. In that tariff we place a 
second-class. A can lay 1000 bricks 
in a certain time, B, for the life of him, 
cannot place over 500. We insist on 
equal pay, though we would kick might- 
ily, on our own behalf, at having to 
pay for a dozen eggs when we got but 
six. The contractor cannot see that 
this demand is fair. He has his con- 
tract to fill, his bread to earn, and his 
family to keep, just the same as ve have. 
He cannot afford to pay for work 
that is not done, and if ne 
could, he would be unjust to himself to 
doso. He objects to putting his head 
into the mouth of a wolf, and refuses to 
pay the wage as fixed on our schedule. 
We lay trowels down and quit work, 
and in nine cases out of ten brace up on 
a glass of lager, and go home, to eat a 
dinner which, perhaps, is not yet paid 
for, and with a very thin prospect of 
having as much meat on our plateina 
month’s time. We hang out; the single 
men pack up and go elsewhere, and the 
older folks look around for stray jobs, 
being sometimes glad to cut wood and 
shovel gravel; the whole thing, sim- 
mered down toa fine point, being just 
this, that we are suffering what We 
need not have suffered if we had been 
as fair to another manaske was will- 
ing to be tous. Pray, gentlemen, what 
fun is there in this businessof getting 
into debt, running to the pawnshop, 
and’ accepting a weekly contribution 
from men who have little enough for 
themselves? What of comfort is there 
in seeing our children losing the calves 
of their legs, and the flesh off their 
bones, wanting school books, and soles 
on their shoes, because their fathers 
are not heroes, but a pack of fools? 

Strikes are common and they make 
notoriety and money for some, but we 
know there is something painful and 
tragical behind the painted scenes. 
They are wet with children’s tears and 
rattle with bare bones and are resonant 
with regrets and curses. Strike when 
striking is necessary, if you will, but 
for the sake of common sense, a patch 
on your coat, and a potato for dinner, 
never so consent on a wrong basis, or 
tillthe whole system or conciliation 
and arbitration has been exhausted. 
To suffer for what is right is manful, 
and sometimes necessary, but there is 
neither glory nor buttermilk in break- 
ing stones for a larceny on our neigh- 
bor’s pay-roll and rights. *

The Soctalistic Movement. 

The man who is able to cast with any 
degree of accuracy the political horo- 
scope of this country must indeed be 
one of profound penetration. He must 
be able to analyze forces which have 
been at work for a long time, breeding 
a discontent with existing institutions, 
and secking remedies the exact nature 
of which the people themselves have not 
formulated. The study of policies hith- 
erto adopted by the great political par- 
ties of the country will not throw much 
light on the situation, because we are 
now facing new problems. Whitelaw 
Reid was right when he stated that the 
recent great reaction against the Re- 
publican party represents a widespread 
socialistic impulse in the United States. 
The term may not be used in this con- 
nection in any invidious sense, and Mr. 
Reid explained that he did not so use it. 
He did not imply that a majority of the 
people of the country lean toward rev- 
olution or anarchy, or even to the ultra 
doctrines which are urged by some of 
the socialistic propaganda in the old 


world. But a great many people 
are dissatisfied with exist- 
ing status of society—with the 


economic and industrial systems which 
have been handed down to us by the 
forefathers, and, which have gone un- 
questioned time out of mind. The 
rapid development of the United States 
within the past thirty years—our vast 
increase of wealth and public responsi- 
bilities—have created new problems 
which the forefathers did not have to 
face, and perhaps never dreamed of. 

Foremost among these is the one 
great glaring fact of the inordinate ac- 
cumulation of wealth in the hands of 
the few, and the tendency to a large in- 
crease of the impoverished classes. It 
is Henry George's proposition of ‘‘Prog- 
ress and Poverty.’’ While the majority 
of the people probably do not agree 
with George in the system of political 
and domestic economy which he pre- 
sents—while they do not indorse the 
remedies which he proposes—they can- 
not dispute his fundamental facts, 
based on statistics, that, as a nation in- 
creases in wealth, its proportion of 
pauperism also increases. To him that 
hath more is given, and from him that 
hath not is taken even that which 
he seemeth to have. There are 
exceptions, of course, to this as to 
all rules, and it is still possible for a 
poor man, by the exercise of industry, 
economy and good judgment to break 
through the lines and become a rich 
man. It is possible to accomplish this 
in the United States more readily than 
in any other country in the world, but 
we cannot dispute the fact that the tend- 
ency isto retrograde. Every year it is 
becoming a little harder for the poor 
man to break through. 

This is not primarily the fault of one 
party more than another, for each one 
that has come into power has worked 
along the lines already established. 
But it is our system of civilization 
which is at fault. Our methods for the 
distribution of the vast usufruet of in- 
dustry and invention seem to be wrong. 
It is too easy to make a millionaire on 
the one hand, and too easy to impose 
grinding poverty on a thousand other 
people. 

The methods which have most gener- 
ally led to this unequal distribution of 
wealth have been monopoly—a monop- 
oly of money, which gives a man of 
grasping tendencies a chance to take 
advantage of the necessities of his 
neighbors; a monopoly of lines of trans- 
portation, which gives a big corpora- 
tions achance to crowd smaller com- 
panies to the wall, absorb their proper- 
ties and assess the public enough more 
in freights and fares to make good the 
outlay; a monopoly in mineral products, 
like that of the Standard Oil Company, 
which virtually appropriates the pro- 
fits of all the smaller producers; a mo- 
nopoly in the products of the soil, like 
the great grain corners, which sweeps 
into the pockets of a few speculators 
the proceeds which should have gone to 
a hundred thousand farmers; 


a mo- 
nopoly in lands, which enables a 
single individual to hold thousands 


or hundreds of thousands of acres in a 
semi-sterile condition, while a whole 
army of landless people are crowded 
out. 

All of these things, we say, are the 
visible and tangible exemplifications of 
our faulty social system. Our laws of 
accumulation and distribution are awry. 
A great many thousand people see this 
and feel it, and, though they do not ex- 
actly know how to apply a remedy, or

They 
were extreme and impractical in many 
of their views, and yetthey appealed 
directly to this spirit of discontent. and 
proposed something in the way of fun- 
camental changes, hence the very con- 
siderable following which they secured. 

The fact thatthe responsibility of 
administration was thrown upon the 
Democratic party doesnot indicate that 
that party is any better able to grapple 
with the Sociological problems than the 
Republican party—or indeed half. so 
able or willing. Gen. Weaver, the 


‘ 


head of the new movement, thus esti- 
mates the situation ina way which we 
think manifests considerable penetra- 
tion: 

The accession of the Democratic 
party to power is the result of a violent 
reaction, and not to the deliberate 
judgment of the American people. The 
leaders of the Democracy are without 
any well defined policy, except that of 
contemptuous disregard for every ele- 
ment of reform within the ranks of 
their own party and among the people 
atlarge. The new administration will 
ignore the three great conttntions of 
mojern times, relating to land, money 
and transportation, and, in fact, the 
whole force of the régimé will be exer- 
cised to prevent reform in these impor. 
tant matters.” The urgent demand for 
the free coinage of silver is to be dis- 
dainfully ignored, and, in contempt of 
the doctrine of Andrew Jackson, Bu, 
ropean aristocrats are to be permitted 
to dictate our financial policy. The 
uniform legal tender currency of the 
Government is to be sacrificed, and se- 
rious attempts made to force the people 
to return to the fraudulent system of 
State bank issues. 


In fact, the accession of the Demo- 
cratic party to power seems to indicate 
the backward swing of the pendulum, 
which it must always take in prepara- 
tion for a forward movement. If the 
Democrats garry into effect their theo- 
ries, the industrial condition of the 
country, unsatisfactory as it has been 
in some respects, will become a great 
deal worse. The poor will be made 
poorer with a grand rush instead of by 
gradual stages, and then the forward 
movement will gather strength and 
rush on with an irresistible movement, 

The Republican party is the organi- 
zation which should place itself in posi- 
tion to lead this on-rush for reform; if 
it does so, it will be carried back to 
power in a few years; if it fails to do 
so and attempts to ignore the sociolog- 
ical problems presented, it will have 
to step aside and _ give place 
to some other party. If some 
other organization is thrust to the fore, 
it is liable to incorporate in its doctrines 
extreme measures which are harmful 
to society; the pendulum is likely to 
swing as far on the side of turbulent 
socialism as it formerly swung to the 
side of oppressive capitalism. There is 
a middle place where it ought to vibrate 
in order to be at a safe medium—to 
guarantee the greatest good to the 
greatestnumber. The Republican party 
ought to address itself to a study of the 
situation in order to secure this safe 
and feasible result.

Now there can be no con- 
tradiction of the assertion that’ the 
criminal classes are greatly shielded 
by some of the laws passed years ago 
in California, therefore it is most essen- 
tialto have a Chief of Police who has 
shown by his acts that he is pure and 
spotless, impervious to the powerful 
elements which so often influence the 
ofticials of cities to lean toward citizens 
who can wield corrupt masses as they 
choose. These factors in municipal 
politics—the saloons and whisky and 
beer halis, the gamblers, the Chinese, 
the lotteries and the prostitutes—all 
aggregate a far greater combination of 
venality than is found in the actual 
army of thieves, cutthroats, forgers, 
robbers, etc., who commit positive 
crimes. The vice of a city is far-reach- 
ing and widespread, and it capnot be 
effectively eradicated or opposed unless 
the man at the head of the police force 
is honest, moral and unswerving in 
courage and duty. 

If the Democrats should elect a 
Mayor, who would be the selected Chief 
of Police? Does not everybody know 
beforehand? And would not the law- 
breakers—the dissolute and vicious—at 
once become fearless of interference 
and obtain full sway in every locality? 

It is t“is feeling which induces many 
of the most prominent and respectable 
Democrats to quietly resolve not to take 
any chances, and so put it out of the 
power of a Democratic Mayor and two 
Police Commissioners to destroy the 
safeguards which now protect citizens 
in every locality.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES- 


The Monetary Conference. 

Los ANGELES, Nov. 26.—[To the Editor 
of Tar Times.}] When we consider that 
nearly all silver standard countries are 
paying tribute to England in the form of 
interest on gold loans, and the firther 
startling fact that (on account of the great 
rise of gold) for every dollar of both inter- 
est and principal of these gold loans silver 
countries are now compelled to pay more 
than $1.50 in silver, we should not be sur- 
vrised that a majority of the British dele- 
gates to the monetary conference ai the 
outset evince a desire to break up the meet- 
ing or cause it to fail to achieve definite 
results. But it is some satisfaction to know 
that the disposition thus shown on Friday 
received a decided check, and that the ma- 
jority of the delegates are determined to 
reach some practical result if possible. 

And, in this connection, anything relat- 
ing to the personnel of the conference Is of 
interest. A majority of the United States 
delegates are ardent bi-metallists. Espe- 
cially is this true of Senators Jones, Mor- 
gan and Allison, and, moreover. they thor- 
oughly understand the intricate questions 
which will be discussed by the conference. 
And with the long experience of France as 
a leading exponent of practical bi-metal- 
lism. extending over a period of nearly a 
century, of course we are entitled to as- 
sume that her delegates are thoroughly 
equipped for their appointed task, and we 
have the assurance of M. Tirard, in behalf 
of the French delegates, that they earnestly 
desired to consider most cordially every 
proposal tending to rehabilitate silver. 

G, M. Boissevain of Amsterdam, one of 
the delegates from the Netherlands. is the 
author of a very able essay on bi-metalism, 
which won the prize offered in 1889 by Sir 
H. M. Meysey-Thompson. Sir Guilford L. 
Molesworth, a delegate representing India, 
is alsothe author of an ‘essay which was 
awarded the prize offered by the Bi-metal- 
lic League of Great Britain in 1891. 

Of the British delegation. which of course, 
is so constituted as to strongly favor gold 
mono-metallism, by which Englandis so 
enormously benefited, three were members 
of the royal commission on gold and silver, 
viz.: Lord Chancellor Hirschell, Sir C. 
Freemantie and Sir William H. Houlds 
worth. All these understand what Beer- 
naert, the Belgian Prime Minister, in open- 
ing last Tuesday's session of the confer- 
ence well characterized as one of the 


gravest and most complex problems 
modern society ever had to face; 
but the two former, as members 


offthe Royal Commission, voted against any 
change of England's currency system; 
whilst Houldsworth voted with the six mem- 
bers (the commission was equally divided), 
who unqualifiedly favored international 
bi-metallism. It isan encouraging sign that 
a majority of the delegates show a deter- 
mination to go to the bottom of the momen- 
tous question they have gathered to con- 
sider at the invitation of the United States. 
And when they get down to business, prob- 
ably one cf the most diM cult points on 
which to reach an agreement will be thatof 
fixing acommon ratio. The ratio on which 
the world’s contracts for a century prior 
to 1873 were based was that of 1 to 
15%; the present ratio the rise of gold 
since thatdate has carried uptolto 24, 
which makesa gold dollar worth about 
$1.53 in silver. Of course gold-standard 
nations, which are generally creditor na- 
tions, would liketo have that ratio con- 
tinue or even go up to 1 to 31 or 32, which 
would make every gold dollar worth $2 in 
silver. 

Senator Jones and other thorough-going 
bi-metallists can be depended upon to insist 
on a return to 15%, or toa ratio approxtl- 
mating thereto. M. Boissevain, in a letter 
to the writer not long ago, called this the 
‘classical ratio,’ because of its perma- 


nence and antiquity, and because of the | 


vast equities boundup init. Butof course, 
if the gold creditor nations can get a ratio 
adopted which will make gold dollars worth 
a dollar and a half in silver, as they are 
now, they will do it. But silver nations 
and debtor nations are not likely to consent 
to any slick game of that kind.

A of the Eminent Poet 
and Socialist.

A Peep at His House— Mrs. Morris's Beaaty. 
In a Socialistie Meeting—Ue Does 
Not Want to De a Lau- 
reate, 


Sperial Correspondence of The Times. 

Lonpos, Nov. 18.—Whoever else may 
be in the running for the laureateship, 
William Morris, poet and socialist, is 
not. Yet asa poet there is not of his 
generation a manto rank before him. 
Death has decimated our poets. Where 
a few years ago we could point to 
Tennyson, Browning, Kassetti and Mat- 
thew Arnold, there is now only empti- 
ness and silence. Two great and noble 
old men we have in Coventry latmore 
and Aubrey de Vere—poets as nobiy de- 
voted to their art asthe Golden Mouth 
we are mourning. But they are old 
men, alas! and we know not how long 
they will be with us. ‘Swinburne is in 
William Morris's generation. He wasa 

young fellow at Oxford with him and 
Burne Jones in 1857, when Rossetti 
went to paint the walls of the Union 
with heroic pictures, whicy afterward 
pecled away in flakes’ because of some 
lack of preparation on the ‘walls them- 
selves. It is a tradition of Oxford that 
the three young fellows were ali in love 


which is an yore of an artistic 
house, and she scarcely less requisite 


Morris chintzes and cretonnes. There 
are all manner of lovely golds and 
pinks and gray-greens, but Mofris’s 


favorite color is a gray blue, the color 
of the silver fox. His wall papers and 
chintzes follow in their patterns some 
bold design of nature, paim_ trees 
springing, or the falling of fountain 
water, or the thousand beautiful spirals 
of vine and branch. Reeds and vines 
and palms and water lilies all give their 
inspiration. Then the carved wood fur- 
niture, chairs and tables and settles, 
and great dressers which might bear a 
weight of trenchers in some baronial 
hail. 

When Morris is at home it is in a big 
red, old-fashioned house on the Mall, 
Hammersmith. It looks over the wide 
waters of the Thames, and in the dis- 
tance one sees little Chiswick Evot, 
green in the mists. WhenlI was there 
it was in the early autumn, and we 
drank our tea in the garden. Miss May 
Morris, who is now Mrs. Halliday Spar- 
ling and the wife of a very delightful 
young Socialist and litterateur, pre- 
sided at the tea table. It is an old, 
abundant garden, that was once a coun- 
try garden, and looks a little forlorn 
amid the encroaching bricks and mor- 
tar. It used to have orchards on every 
side, but now the apples of the Hespe- 
rides glimmer only in its own old trees. 
The fruit trees are in the vegetable 
veds in delightful homely fashion. 
Roses are on the trellis, and the place 
rings with birds, forthe refugees whom 
London has thrust out find a home in 
these gnarled boughs. I remember that 
a mulberry tree was in fruit that even- 
ing, and I tasted the berries for the 
second time; the first had been from 
Milton's mulberry tree in the master’s 
garden of Christ’s College, Cambridge. 

Afterward we went upstairs to the 
beautiful drawing-room. It is hung 
and carpeted in Morris blue, and has 
three great windows overlooking the 
river. It has two fireplaces and a fire 
burnt merrily in one. By the side of it 
was a great hooded settle, a delightful 
place for lovers and for children to 
creep into of a winter’s night and make 
believe that all outside was the track- 
less prairie, full of wild beasts. Atthe 


delight in ‘‘The Defense of Guinivere."’ 
I questioned Morris himself once about 
the ambiguous ending of the poem: 
My heart grew sick, no more afraid 

When the Sword came back from sea; 
Upon the deck a tal white maid 

Saton Lord Roland's knee; 
His chin was pressed upon her head, 

When the Sword came back from sea! 


_lasked if the white maid was herse!f . 


or a new love, for it will be remem-

Gard is not overly 
popular in San Diego, and it would be 
pretty good policy on his part to instruct 
his deputies to bear themselves with un- 
usual discretion when in San Diego, if he 
does not want to get into trouble. The 
chargss referred to are to the effect (as 
already known to TIMEs readers) that Dep- 
uty Marshals Marsh, Goodrich and Small- 
comb entered into a conspiracy with cer- 
tain partics in Lower California, whereby 
said parties were to capture Chinamen and 
herd them in captivity near the border, 
and when a sufficiently lucrative band had 
been accumulated they would bé @elivered 
to the deputies, who would bring them into 
San Diego with great éclat and wagons and 
noise of trumpets and victorious shoutings, 
and proclaim the activity and efficiency of 
themselves, the said deputies, not forget- 
ting to pocket the fees Uncle Sam so gen- 
erously pays his servants for enforcing the 
exclusion act. The Union promises to sup- 
portits charges soon with affidavits, and it 
is expected that a fine sensation will follow. 
It will be recollected that Marsh and Smal}- 
comb were the deputy marshals arrested 
for the kidnaping of Oberlander some time 
ago, and, although the cases were dis- 
missed, the people of San Diego are not at 
all satisfied of the innocence of the men. 

The county has rather a peculiar suit for 
damages on hand. It will be remembered 
that County Clerk Gassaway was removed 
from office by complaint and action in the 
Superior Court some time last month, the 
Supervisors appointing Chester W. Thomp- 
son to fill out Gassaway’s unexpired term. 
Thompson found that Gassaway had en- 
tered into contract with two firms of print- 
ers, to each of which he had agreed to give 
the printing of the Great Register. One of 
these contracts was an oral one, the other 
One being in writing. -Mr. Thompson re- 
fused to recognize either contract, and 
finally contracted with Gould, Hutton &Co., 
one of the firms who had contracted with 
Gassaway, to dothe work at a less price 
than the contract with Gassaway had been. 
Now comes the other printing firm, Frand- 
zen & Baumgartner, and sues the county 
on account of the contract made with Gas- 
sawav before his removal, claiming that 
the county was bound by that contract, and 
that they have been damaged by the failure 
of the county to comply with its terms. 
The outcome is awaited with considerable 
interest.

Report of the Investigations of the 
California Vine Disease. 


Copies‘of the Pamphiet Received from 
the Expert at Washington..Heet- 
eugar Factory Meeting —Gen- 
eral News Notes. 


SANTA ANA. 

‘The preliminary report of the investiga: 
tions of the California vine disease made 
and compiled into bulletin No. 2 by Prof. 
Newton B. Pierce, Government Pathologist, 
who ts located atthe present time in Santa 
Ana, has just been published by the Gov- 
ernment in Washington. A few advance 
copies of the bulletin have been received 
in thiscity, one of which has come tothe 
notice of the Times representative. it is 
the first volume issued by the department 
on this important question, and will be 
found of great interest and value to Or- 
ange county viticulturists. ‘The report 
covers the investigation made by Prof. 
Pierce during a period of fifteen months, 
ten of which were spent in California and 
the rest abroad, mainivy in France, italy 
and Northern Africa. The copy was sub- 
mitted tothe department in June, 18%), 
since which time it has been in the hands 
ofthe printers. The report purports to 
give the main facts secured relative tothe 
subject at the time of its termination and 
is only intended to show the condition of 
tle disease at that time, which it does ex, 
haustively and in an entertaining manner.

And the 
vines now dead, as well as those which at 
the time of the preparation of the report 
were incurably diseased. would cover 
nearly if not quite 25,000 acres. To judge 
from the present prosperous condition of 
this southern country it would seem almost 
incredible for itever to have sustained so 
great a loss. 

The report treats at length upon the 
planting of vines in Mexico during the time 
of Cortez. Thence the vines were imported 
by the mission fathers into Lower Califor: 
nia and laterintothis State. The first mis- 
sion to be founded in Southern California 
was that atSan Diego, in 1769, followed 
by that at San Gabriel in 1771. Here the 
vineyards became best developed, and San 
Gabriel became the point for the distribu- 
tion of vine cuttingstothe several mis- 
sionsinthe northern part of the State. 
Capistrano was supplied from the San Di- 
ezo Mission in 1776, and Los Angeles from 
San Gabriel five years later. Wines and 
liquors were made at Capistrano shortly 
after, and the records say the padres often 
over-indulged. The first vines planted in 
Anaheim were set out in 1857. There 
were about 1000 acres, and the cuttings 
came from San Gabriel. 

The review of the vine industry in Mex- 
ico and the Californias up to the vear 
1880 covered a period of upwards of three 
hundred and fifty years. and there has 
never been found any record of a general 
Geath of the vines which has occurred since 
thatdate. Instances have been found.of | 
the failing of vineyards from neglect or 
from improper care, as well as to decline 
due to old age, and various pests are men- 
tioned asaffecting the vines. Phylloxera 
has also done serious damage in some of 

e northern counties, but there is here 
outlined for the first time a general, sud- 
den and complete destruction of vines ex- 
tending over a vine- growing section in this 
part of the country. 

As to the cause of the mysterious disease 
itis yet impossible to say, but the report 
will be tound of interest and material valuc 
to those people who are interested in the 
cultivation of the vine. But 5000 of the

les Glass Company was organ’zed, with 
F. W. Braun, Perry Wildman, J. D. 
Reymert, T. H. Ward and W. T. Somes 
as incorporators. 

These gentlemen took up the matter 
where it was dropped, and are now ina 
position to begin active operations. It 
has been found that the Los Angeles 
River sand will do for making fruit jars 
and similar glassware, besides which 
the company has secured control of a 
deposit of the finest silica, for the man- 
ufacture cf the finest grade of glass- 
ware. It is proposed to erect a ten-pot 
furnace, which will require an invest- 
ment of $40,000 to 850,000, and when 
in operation will furnish employment to 
fifty to sixty men and boys. It is esti- 
mated that at least forty carloads of 
glass jars are used in Southern Cali- 
fornia, or rather Los Angeles county, 
every season, which represents from 
$60,000 to $75,000 in hard cash that 
is sent out of the country every year. 
The promoters of this enterprise believe 
that this money can be kept at home, 
and that there is a good profit for them 
besides. Application has, been made to 
the City Council for a plot of ground 
that is worthless for any other purpose, 
which application will probably be 
acted on today. The matter has been 
carefully investigated, and unless there 
is some grave obstacle in the way the 
application will probably be granted, as 
it is generally conceded that the estab- 
lishment of such a factory would not 
only be of great benefit to Los Angeles, 
but to all Southern California. 


BY A BRASS STUD. 


A Pecullar Case of Blood-poisoning at San 
Francisco. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of Sat- 
urday publishes the following: 
Charles Bennett, a hardware merchant 


‘living at No. 313 Waller street, has had a 


narrow.escape from losing his lite, and is 
still a pretty sick man. Last Saturday 
week he intended to spend the evening 
with his wife at the thgater, and, being a 
little late, he shaved himself rather hur. 
riedly. In so doing he cut his throat 
slightly, justover the Adam'‘sapple. The 
cut was so slight that he paid no attention 
to it, not even putting a piece of sticking 
plaster over it. It gave him no trouble 
beyond a slight irritation until the tollow- 
ing Tuesday. Then his neck began to 
sWell, and became so painful that he was 
obliged to go home. Before nightfall the 
lumpon his throat had,.increased tothe 
size of apigeon'segg. ~ 

Dr. Harris was called in, andhe promptiy 
informed his patient that he was suffering 
from blood poisoning. After hearing how 
the hurt originated the doctor cast about 
for the cause and found it in the neck- 
band of Mr. Bennett's shirt. He had been 
wearing a brass collar stud, and the gentle 
rubbing of the stud against the fresh-cut 
wound, slight as it was, had converted an 
intinitessimal portion of the brass into ver- 
digris, and that had poisoned his neck. 

In twenty-four hours the swelling in- 
creased enormously and became exceed- 
ingly paintul. Lancing and poulticing 
were resorted to, and the doctor frankly 
told his patient that his life was trembling 
in the balance. it was an anxious time for 
the Bennett family for the next thirty-six 
hours, and the doctor was in constant at- 
tendance. At last the patient rallied, and 
since then he has been slowly recovering, 
though when seen vesterday he was still 
very feeble and uuable to leave the house. 
As soon as the wound began to heal malig- 
nant abcesses set in, but this was consid- 
ered a good sign, as itis a means of throw- 
ing off the poisonous matter. 

Mr. Bennett says that though he may still 
continue to shave himself, he has worn his 
last brass collar stud. He was very weak 


and had lost twenty pounds in weight in 
ten days. 


LIEUT. FINLEY’S SUCCESSOR. 


The New Forecast Oficial for the Pacific 
Coast. 

Presley T. Jenkins, who has been de- 
tailed in Lieut. Finley's place as fore- 
cast official at San Francisco, is quar- 
tered at the Lick House in that city 
with his family. He comes from Cin- 
cinnati, where, as an officer of the 
United States Signal Service, he had 
been in charge of the Weather Bureau 
since 1884. During a two months’ de- 
tachment at the Washington bureau in 
making general forecasts Mr. Jenkins 
took so high a rank that, when the 
question of Lieut. Finley’s successor 
arose, he was at once chosen. Upon 
his departure to California the Cincin- 
nati papers said that he had brought 
the weather service up to its present 
high standard in that city, and by his 
efficiency and courtesy had come to be 
highly esteemed among the business 
men with whom he had been thrown in- 
to contact. 

_ Mr. Jenkins left the army at the time 
the control of the Weather Bureau was 
transferred to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. Heis one of twenty forecast 
officials, and is now about to take charge 
of the station which is second in ifmpor- 
tance in the department. He is not 
altogether a stranger in San Francisco, 
as he was stationed here for a time 
under Lieut. J. E. Mansfield. The 
duties which now devolve on him in- 
clude supervision of all the weather 
Stations in the State. He also ‘has 
charge of the Point Reyes telegraph

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Yesterday's Services at Vincent 
Methodist Church. 


An Eloquent Sermon by the Pastor, 
Rev. F. V. Fisher. 


Rev. Mr. Bresee’s Discourse at Simp- 
son Tabernacle. 


Advent Sermon at St. John's Episcopal 
Church—The Pulpit Occupied by the 
Pastor, Rev. W. KR. Tayler— 

An Instructive Talk. 


_ Acongregation sufficient to fill the 
main auditorium of Vincent Methodist 
Church assembled yesterday morning 
to listen to the talented young pastor, 
Rev. F. V. Fisher, who preached a ser- 
mon striking for its beauty of diction 
and force of scriptural truth, drawn 
from the suggestive text: ‘Consider 
the lilies of the field, how they grow,’’ 
Christ’s comparison to a Christian life 
as he stood preaching on the mount. 
Mr. Fisher has an admirable delivery, 
and in vivid language he reproduced the 
scene on the slope of the Mount of 
Beatitudes, and the congregation stood, 
asit were, by the Master’s side learn- 
ing the lesson He sought to impress 
from nature. 

The speaker showed that the first, 
and the most important, lesson of the 
lily is that of growth. The two great 
mistakes that the Christian commits 
are: First, he takes the beginning of 
his Christian experience for the end 
and never passes beyond it; satisfied 
with the mere commencement and re- 
gardless of nature’s law we must either 
grow ordie. Second, anxiety to have 
the end at the beginning; impatient to 
realize at once al) the fruit of maturity, 
which comes as all perfection comes, 
‘first the blade, then the ear, then the 
full corn in the ear.’’ Character is de- 
veloped only by the rubbing of the 
world’s chisel of trial which carves the 
perfect beauty of perfection. 

The lily grows because the germ of 
life has been planted. Like produces 
like. The Japanese baby is born with 
its eyes aslant, the Russian baby speaks 
inthe hoarse gutteral language of its 
ancestors, the Yorkshireman is a Ybrk- 
Would you 
be a Christian? The seeds of Chris- 
tianity must first be sown. Some one 
has given us an imaginative story about 
“The Doom of London,’’ and tells us 
how the fog settled over the great city, 
and gradually the oxygen was swal- 
lowed up inthe dénse cloud, and in an 
hour mighty London had become the 
tomb of millions of dead. So we must 
have pure spiritual air or we will die. 
We must drink deep draughts of Christ's 
oxvgen of prayer and live in that pure 
atmosphere. 

The lily grows because of the sun- 
shine. Let not clouds of darkness ani 
sin come over vou and shut away God's 
sunshine, rather let it flood your soul 
with its pure rays. The lily feeds on 
moisture, it is nourished by mother na- 
ture. 
‘“‘Blessed are they who do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness.’’ Feed on 
Christ. 

But the analogy of the lily is not 
enough. The law of exercise must be 
obeyed in Christian life, for by that we 
grow and expand as the boy, running 
and playing in the open air, grows inch 
by inch ifito the stature of manhood. 
Use increases power, ‘‘practice makes 
perfect,’’ the busy, active Christian 
worker works, not for the sake of 
growth, but for love of work. He isnot 
continuously pulling up the roots to see 
how much they have grown. 

The above are some of the principal 
points of a sermon whose every thought 
was so crystallized as to forbid dissec- 
tion. 

Last evening the first of a series of 
Sunday-school concerts occurred at this 
church with an introductory twenty- 
minute song service. The anthems and 
recitations were finely rendered, es- 
pecially the final recitation, ‘St. John, 
the Aged,’’ by Mr. Cummings of Uni- 
versity. This was rendered specially 
impressive by the singing, at its con- 
clusion, of “One Sweetly Solemn 
Tnought,’’ by George Cook. 

The church orchestra, of six pieces, 
is a decided additiontothemusic. Mrs. 
F. E. Olds presides at the piano, Mrs. 
A. C. Shafer atthe organ, F. E. Olds 
plays the ballad horn, Clinton Lee the 
flute, Ray Taylor the violin and Frank 
Alexander the cornet. 

On next Friday evening the ladies of 
Vincent Church will give the second 
social of this season. On next Sunday 
the sacramental service will be admin- 
istered at the public service, and at the 
Sunday-school at 3 p.m. the children 
will present an offering for the Chinese 
work in this city, and the Chinese quar- 
tette will sing. David C. Cook is sup- 
erintendent of the Sunday-school, 
which is keeping step with the church 
in its rapid strides forward.

As long as a river runs under 
ground it may be lower or higher and 
we may not be able to mark it, but 
when it bursts forth we can measure its 
depth and power. The inner expe- 
riences we may not be able to ac- 
curately tell, but the ititensity of desire 
to serve and save we can measure. It 
is here we begin to make excuses for 
ourselves. Shall we have no part in 
this gospel of reconciliation, no voice 
to speak, no heart burning with His 
eternal love’ 

There is a heresy in the land that a 
man can live to himself and for himself 
and yet be a Christian, andifa man is 
really earnest he is regarded as making 
agreat ado about his religion. Who 
but these help to turn the world upside 
down? 

But there is one thing worse than 
heresy, and that isthe icy coldness of 
death that has laid holdof so many 
hearts. What we want isthe light of 
eternity, the impulse of the holy ghost 
and the baptism of heavenly fire, that 
utterance may be given us. 

The blessedness of this is, First, in 
being anevangel for our Lord. Sec- 
ond, the thrilling joy of the message in 
our own souls. Third, the victory it 
wins, and, fourth, the Master’s ap- 
proval. 

At the close of the sermon eight chil- 
dren and three adults were baptized 
and seventeen persons were received 
into the church. 

ADVENT SERMON AT 8T. JOHN'S, 

Rev. B. W. R. Tayler preached yes- 
terday morning fromthetext: ‘Whose 
is this image and superscription?’’ 
Referring to the trap laid for Christ by 
the Pharisees and Herodians in asking 
him about the legality of paying tribute 
to the Roman Emperor, and the reply 
which was made, ‘‘itender unto Cesar 
the things which are Cwsar’s, and unto 
God the things which are God's,” the 
preacher showed that the reply was 
notan ingenious evasion of the point, as 
certain infidel writers have assumed, 
but a sermon in brief which inculcated 
submission to human authority as well 
as divine authority. A parallel was 
then instituted between a coin bearing 
its image and superscription and man 
stamped with the image of God. Aswe 
can look at a coin and tell its nation- 
ality, so we can look into a man’s face 
and see stamped thereupon either God, 
self or the devil. There is no higher 
work of art or nature, search as you 
may over the whole realm of man’s 
knowledge, there is no higher, grander, 
nobler, more majestic creation than 
man in the image of God. Man with 
the indelible stamp of God upén his 
brow, with divine light beaming from 
his ret with godly words proceeding 
from his ljps, and godlike conceptions 
evolving from his brain. 

‘lake a coin, freshly issued from the 
mint, and start it on its career through 
the various avenues and arteries of 
commerce, jingling sometimes in the 
rich man's pocket, sometimes the sole 
possession of some poor tramp, mak- 
ing its.way from boudoir to hovel, from 
bank to barroom, from gambling table 
to altar. What a history could be writ- 
ten or what a tale could be told by such 
a coin, if it only had the power of 
speech! But with every vicissitude 
tbat coin undergoes a change. Gradu-’ 
ally, but by imperceptible processes, it is 
losing its brightness—it 1s becoming 
smooth, worn and defaced, until it 
ceases to pass current. How much this 
is like the lives of some men. Stamped 
With the image of God and the super- 
scriptian of the cross at baptism, the 
child takes its place in the mad, busy, 
rustling worlds it passes through school 
and cvilege, office and street. palace 
and hovel, rubbing up against ali sorts 
and conditions men and women, un- 
til, alas! too often the image of God be- 
comes faint and indistinct. Whose, my 
brother and sister, is that image and su- 
perscription stamped today upon your 
brow! Is yours the holy face of 
a saint, which tells of frequent praver 
and meditation, of penitence and 
fasting, and vigil; of holy peace and 
calm? Orisita face marked and marred 
by the dark lines of anger, the black 


-+| shadow of hate, the coarse swellings of 


lust, the painted and powdered mask of 
a mere butterfly of fashion? Go home 
to your boudoirs this morning and look 
into your mirrors and see whose image 
and superscription is that which con- 
fronts you. Ask yourself as you stand 
there gazing into your own features: 
‘‘Whose is this image and superscription? 
Can this be the same face which people 
used to delight to look upon for its pure 
innocency—the sweet face of the bov 
or girl? Aias, alas, whence has fied its 
sweetness! What has become of the 
calm brow and innocent baby eyes? 
The devil has spoiled the beauty of it. 
First frivolity came and left it express- 
ionless. Then vanity came and painted 
it. Then lust came and left its mark. 
And anger came and-= blackened it. 
And coarseness came and brutalized it. 
And little by little the image of God 
faded, and this thing which I behold be- 
fore me, with its rifts and seams and 
shadows—this thing has taken its 
place. Whose is this image and super- 
scription’ 

The sermon concluded with a fervent 
appeal to use the advent season for cast- 
ing away the works of darkness, and 
putting on the armot of light.

CHOW FONG, 


The Kidnaped Chinese Woman in 
the Hands of the Officers. 


Brutal Treatment by Her Captors—Kept 
in a Close Koom and Almost 
Starved—Robbed of Her 
Clothing. 


Chow Fong, the Chinese girl who was 
kidnaped at her home on the corner of 
Los Angeles street and Ferguson alley 
a week ago last night at 11 o'clock, has 
been recaptured and will be produced 
in Justice Stanton’s court by Police De- 
tective Bosqui at 11 o'clock this 
morning. 

The girl was unearthed by Constable 
Rodgers at 8 o'clock Friday night, but 
the affair was kept very quiet, as the 
ofiicers were in hope they would be 
able to capture the man who did the 
kidnapping. It was through the efforts 
ot Rodgers, Detective,Bosqui and'Officer 


on 
the case during the week, that the 
woman was found. 

This is the coldest-blooded outrage of 
its character that hasever been perpe- 
trated in Los Angeles, and it is a pity 
that the detectives have not been able 
to unearth the wretches who abducted 
the woman. 

From her story she has been treated 
in a mostbrutal manner. At 11 o’clock 
a week ago last night a Chinaman 
called her down to the sidewalk, and as 
soor as she set foot on the pavement a 
tall, slim white man witb a short black 
mustache put a pistol to her head and 
ordered her to follow him. 

She walked fifteen or twenty steps 
to a hack that was in waiting, and the 
white man shoved herin and the hack 
was hurriedly @riven to Boyle Heights. 
After driving some distance in a round- 
about-about way the hack stopped in 
front of a vacant house and the woman 
was carried in. She then heard the 
hach being driven away, and a few 
minutes later her jailer proceeded to 
remove her jewelry. He took seven 
finger rings, a pair of bracelets and a 
pair of earrings valued at $300. .He 
then made her take off her dress, and he 
replaced it with an old torn black dress 
and a pair of American shoes that were 
about worn out. 

Tne costume she wore when she en- 
tered the house was of fine material 
and is worth considerable money. 

The man placed herina dark room, 
the windows of which had been boarded 
up, and kept her there all the time, 
with nothing to sleep on except an old 
blanket. She was almost starved to 
death, and saw no one but the white 
man, who paid her several visits during 
the week. 

The condition of the room, where the 
poor creature was kept in close confine- 
ment for a week, can better be imag- 
ined than described. 
that if the unfortunate woman had not 
been possessed of a good constitution, 
she could never have come out of the 
horrible place alive. 

Rodgers knew of her whereabouts on 
Friday, and, notwithstanding the fact 
that he held a warrant for her, he kept 
quiet until the reward of $2U0, offered 
by the Chinamen who own her, had 
been paid him by Detective Bosqui, in 
whose hands the reward was placed 
when the woman was stolen. 

As soon as the reward was turned 
over to Rodgers, the woman was taken 
to Justice Stanton’s courtroom on the 
Jones Block on North Spring street, 
and, afterthe return on the warrant 
charging her with stealing the jewelry, 
she was given in charge of Bosqui, with 
instructions to have her in court at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

In taking the woman to the court- 
room, Bosqui expected to have trouble, 
as the notorious Charley Ah Him, who 
has often been mixed upin kidnaping 
cases, was in the hallway with sixteen 
highbinders, and also a lawyer and the 
ex-policeman, Dan Lynch. No effort 
was made, however, to recapture her, 
and she will be produced in court this 
morning, when sensational develop- 
ments are promised. 

This is the first time that white men 
have openly engaged in the kidnaping 
of Chinese women, and the detectives 
are very anxious to get hold of the tall 
man, for they believe that Ah Him has 
organized a regular band. He is the 
fellow who stole a woman about a year 
ago and ran her up to Bakersfield, 
where she was concealed ina dry well 
for two weeks. It is believed that he 
was dssisted in that case by white men 
and a white woman. 

The kidnaping of Chinese women isa 


successful. It may not be known to all 
that Chinese women “dre bought and 
sold by the Chinese just as slaves used 
to be inthe South, only the Chinese 
women are used for the purpose of pros- 
titution. Women are valued at from 
$1500 to $3000, and as Chow Fong, 
the woman in question, is only about 
18 years of age and is very pretty, it is 
more than possible that her captors 
could have sold ter for $2500 had they 
succeeded in getting her to San Fran- 
cisco. 

When ever a woman is kidnaped her 
owner swears toa complaint charging

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GREAT JUPITER. 


Him and His New Satellite—The 
Cut of His Jib. 


A Remarkable Discovery and Its Sig- 
nificant Meaning,

The Light-radiating Power of Japiter— 
The Pianet Does Not Possess « Sun- 
like Radiance—An Astronom- 
jeal Study,

Deeiix, Nov. 10.—Since the inven- 
tion of the telescope some two hundred 
and eighty years ago, the great planet 
Jupiter has never been the object of so 
much interest as it is at the present 
moment. It will be remembered that 
among the first fruits of the new instru- 
ment for looking at objects which were 
a long way off, was the great discovery 
of the system of which Jupiter was the 
center, The four satellites lie just on 
the dividing line between objects which 
can be seen with the unaided eye and 
objects which require optical assistance 
to make them visible. It seems to be 
certain that there have been individu- 
als gifted with rare powers of vision 
who under exceptionally favorable cir- 
cumstances have been. able to discern 
one or other of the satellites of Jupiter 
without optical aid. There is certain 
testimony which seems to show that 
long before the invention of Galileo's 
tube for studying the heavens, one or 
two of these satellites had been seen by 
the Chinese. But it would be futile to 
say that these glimpses of the moons of 
Jupiter really amounted to any an- 
ticipation of the» great discovery of 
yalileo. Such mere casual observa- 
tions never thoroughly demonstrated 
the existence of the little bodies, still 
less would they yield such a volume of 
accurate knowledge as would enable us 
to determine their movements, so as to 
savy when they would again be likely to 
be visible. No astronomer ever seri- 
ously entertained the notion that there 
was such a system of attendants revolv- 
ing around Jupiter until their existence 
had been demonstrated once and for all 
by the telescope of Galileo. 

There can be no doubt that the moons 
of Jupiter are in themselves quite 
bright enough to be ordinarily seen by 
the unaided eye were it not for a single 
circumstance. They lie too close to 
the great planet. At first sight it 
might seem that the very fact that they 
were placed in the brilliant illumina- 
tion which Jupiter radiates shculd 
rather tend to make them more easily 
discerned. The nearer an object is 
held to a source of light the better it 
can generally be seen, Does it not 
therefore appear to be somewhat para- 
doxical to say thatthe reason we are 
generally unable to see the moons of 
Jupiter with the unaided eve is because 
they lie so close to a lustrous globe?’ 
Ought not that to be the very reason why 
they should be seen with all the greater 
facility? This 1s a point which may 
require a few words of explanation, 
because it is intimately connected with 
the recent great discovery of which it 
is our special intention to treat. 

We hold a book near the candle when 
we wantto read, because, under the 
circumstances supposed, the only light 
availgBle comes from the candle. The 
type has no other illumination. and the 
nearer it is to the candle the brighter 
the printing appears. But this is not 
at all analogous to the case of Jupiter 
and his satellites. We cannot think of 
Jupiter as the candle, and a satellite as 
a page of the book. If such were 
indeed the analogy, then the nearer 
the satellite lay to the body of the 
planet, the more brightly would it be 
illuminated, and under certain circum- 
stances the more easily would it be 
seen. The very opposite is, however, 
notoriously the case. It will be in- 
structive to see wherein the difference 
lies. | 

it is, of course, quite true that Jupi- 
ter is a brilliant source of light. but in 
this respect the light that emanates 
from the planet is of a very different 
character from the light which ra- 
diates fromthe sun. Jupiter is not a 
sun-like object, diffusing radiance 
around in virtue of his own intrinsic 
brilliancy. If the satellites revolving 
around the planet were really in the 
condition of the planets themselves as 
they revolve around the sun, then the 
closer the satellite was to the pianet 
the greater would be the illumination it 
receives. But of course this is not at 
allthe case. Although we have excel- 


~——bent reasons for believing that Jupiter 


is in truth a highly heated globe, yet we 
are perfectly assured that the tempera- 
ture falls far short of that which would 
be required if the great planet were to 
dispense its beams around in the same 
manner as a miniature sun. Indeed, 
there are facts connected with the sat- 
ellites themselves which render it per- 
fectly clear that Jupiter, so far 
from possessing a sun-like radiance, is 
absolutely devoid of any intrinsic light 
whatever. It shines merely as the 
earth itself shines, or as the moon 
shines, or the planet Mars, or Venus, or 
Saturn, by the sunbeams which fall 
upon it. <As to the light which 
illumines the satellites of Jupiter, 
it also can only come from the sun. 
We cannot, indeed, say that the light- 
radiating power of a certain area on 
Jupiter is the same as that from an 
equal area on one of his moons. There 
are certainly intrinsic differences be- 
tween the material constitution of the 
great planet and of His satellites which 
prevent us from affirming that they are 
at all times equally capable of reflect- 
ing light. Some portions are whiter 
than others, and therefore return a 
larger fraction of the sunlight which 
falls upon them. Still, however, we 
may for the purpose of the present 
argument remember that as both Jupi- 
ter and the moons are illuminated by 
the same sun, they are both sufficiently 
nearly of the same brightness. It 
therefore follows that there would be 
no gain of luster to the satellite in be- 
ing near Jupiter. Note, then, the dif- 
ference between what would hare hap- 
pened if Jupiter were sun-like. and 
what does actually happen when Jupi- 
ter is merely a planet. In the former 
case there would be a distinct accession 
of brightness to the satellite the closer 
it made its approach. In the latter 
case there would-be no variation of 
brightness at all. 

To follow the argument a step fur- 
ther we must think of what takes place

vision of other objects on this affécted 
part of the retina will be correspond- 
ingly impaired. If the image of a satel- 
lite fall uponit, then whether it will be 
perceived or not depends on whether the 
brilliance of the little object is sufficient 
to excite those nerves whose sensibility 
is somewhat lessened by the stray light 
referred to. As “thé satellite acquires 
no increased brilliance from Jupiter's 
own luster, it is obvious that the fur- 
ther it be away the more will its image 
stand out on that part of the retina 
where there is uo temporary diminu- 
tion of sensibility, and the better it will 
be seen. Such is the reason why the 
moons of Jupiter cannot be seen with 
the unaided eye except under condi- 
tions that need not de again referred 
to. Were objects of no greater bril- 
liance quite aloof from such a bright 
orbasone of the great planets they 
would easily be discerned without opti- 
cal aid. In the ordinary language of 
the astronomer, Jupiter’s satellite 
would be reckoned as bright as a star of 
the fourth magoitude. 

Since the discovery of the satellites 
of Mars by Prof. Asaph Hall, at Wash- 
ington, in 1877, there has been no 
event inthe astronomical world which 
has assumed the same interest as that 
of which we are now to speak. From 
one point of view it might appear that 
the announcement of an addition of 
another satellite to Jupiter’s system 
was no very significant matter after all. 
No doubt the new attendant of the great 
planet is certainly a very trifling object, 
as far as dimensions are concerned. It 
is not nearly so large as many of those 
minor planets, the discoveries of which 
are constantly being announced. How 
comes it that people are talking about 
and thinking about Jupiter’s fiith sat- 
ellite, while there are thousands, or 
rather millions, of stars lying unnoticed 
through space’—and yet any one of 
these stars is perhaps a million times 
as big as this little satellite, besides 
being a sun, which may presumably be 
a source of light and heat to planets 
which circulate around it. What is the 
ground for so much excitement about a 
discovery of aw object which is prob- 
ably among the most minute, if not it- 
self actually the most minate, of all the 
objects of which our telescopes can 
take cognizance’ Why is it that an ap- 
parition of a great comet with a blaz- 
ing tail half across the sky would not 
nave half the interest for astronomers 
possessed by this little stranger? Why 
is it that sun spots, lunar craters, the 
icecaps of Mars and his newly-discov- 
ered lakes, the revelations as to Venus, 
are for the moment forgotten or un- 
heeded; why is every one so eager to 
learn all about this tiny little moon of 
Jupiter, and on the tiptoe of expecta- 
tion for every further item of intelli- 
gence from the Lick Observatory? 

Let me say at once that this extreme 
interést in the little object appears 
most natural. I am glad toshare in it, 
for there seem to be certain very good 
reasons why such interest should be 
felt. In the first place Jupiter has al- 
ways been a favorite telescopic object. 
The globe itself is so vast that the fea- 
tures are on a sufficiently large scale to 
be discernible with comparatively small 
instrumental power. Thus itisthat the 
cloud belts on the great planet are fa- 
miliar objects to every one who has 
ever used a telescope. Then, too, the 
ever varying positions of the four older 
satellites make them a spectacle that is 
always attractive. At one time we are 
watching an eclipse, in whicha satellite 
plunges into Jupiter’s shadow and dis- 
appears fora while. At another time 
we note how the little object vanishes 
by occultation behind the body of the 
great globe around which it revolves. 
Then, too, there are the singularly del- 
icate and beautiful phenomena of the 
transits of the satellites in front of the 
planet. In this case not only is the sat- 
ellite itself often to be traced in the act 
of crossing, but. as a far more striking 
manifestation, its dark, black shadow is 
thrown on the brilliant globe. The 
movements of the satellites are so rapid 
thatthe different phenomena we have 
referred to are repeated frequently, 
and many of them can be dis- 
cerned with a comparatively small 
telescope. But the Jovian sys- 
tem of satellites has alsoa claim on 
those astronomers who devote them- 
selves rather to mathematical research 
than to telescopic observation. Each 
of the moons is, of course, mainly 
guided in its movement by the attrac- 
tion of the great globe itself. If there 
were only a single moon and if there 
were no other interference, then the 
determination of its movement would 
be a comparatively simple matter, and 
the places occupied by the satellite at 
every date could be predicted with com- 
plete confidence. In no one of the 
planets, however, can so simple a con- 
dition of things as we have supposed be 
realized. It is no doubt true that the 
earth is attended by but a single moon, 
but then the movement of the earth’s 
companion is rendered highly complex 
by the fact thatthe attraction of the 
sun constantly tends to make it swerve 
from the simple elliptic path which it 
would otherwise pursue. But the move- 
ment of our moon, however embarrass- 
ing a problem it may present to mathe- 
maticians, is, nevertheless, simplicity 
itself in comparison withthe movement 
which has to be performed by one of 
Jupiter's moons. In thecase of each of 
these little bodies there is not only a 
force exerted by the sun with the effect 
of disturbing the satellites’ motion, but 
each one of the four globes attracts 
each one of the others, and is in turn 
attracted by it. The consequence of 
this is that the movements of Jupiter's 
satellites form one of the most trouble- 
some problems which the mathemati- 
cal astronomer has ever been called 
to solve. lt presents peculiar 
features of difficulty arising from the 
exceptional character of the Jovian 
system; but these very difficulties, so 
far from deterring mathematicians 
from the study, have in some cases 
acted as a stimulus. A considerable 
part of Laplace’s famous book, the 
‘Mecanique Celeste,’’ is devoted to the 
study of the system of Jupiter's satel- 
lites. He has contrived certian analyt- 
ical methods for encountering the many 
points that arise, and he has succeeded 
in explaing some of the most remarka- 
ble dynamical features of the system. 
Many other mathematicians have also 
essaved the task of a thorough’ elucida- 
tion of the problem. 
than one occasion the question has been 
propounded by the Academy of Sciences 
at Paris, and a considerable.prize has 
been offered for a satisfactory discus- 
sion. Thetestof the completeness of 
such a theory would be sought in 
the precision with which it would 
enable the movements of the sat- 
ellites to be predicted. No doubt 
a good deal has been done in 
this way. Our ‘Nautical Almanack.”’ 
for instance, announces with all need- 
ful details, the various eclipses and oc- 
cultations of the satellites, as well as 
their transits and the movements of the 
shadows across the disc. It is quite 
possible, even with our present know]- 


edge of the subject, to predict such phe-

The object in now mentionjng these 
matters is not assuredly to‘attempt, in’ 
in these pages, any contribution toward 
the task of improving the tables of Jup- 
iter’s satellites. My purpose is to stiow 
how much attention has been paid to 
the system by astronomers of e 
class. It would be utterly impossible 
to obtain any accurate notion of 
how often Jupiter has been catfe- 
fully observed, let us say, within 
the last hundred years. We can, 
however, obtain some sort of esti- 
mate, which will help to explain the 
profound impression which the 4&n- 
nouncement of a discovery of a hew 
satellite is calculated to make. The 
great planet is visible for some months 
every year. We shall certainly be 
well within the mark if we say that it 
must have been scrutinized carefully by 
skillfui observers at least a thousand 
timeseach year. For, remember how 
many observatories there are in the 
world, where special attention is given 
to such work, and also, of late years, 
how many excellent telescopes there 
are in private hands. Considering, too, 
thatthe Jovian system is one of such 
intense interest to all observers, and 
that, except the moon, there is no ob- 
ject inthe sky more frequently and 
carefully studied, it is not at all an un- 
due estimate to assume that Jupiter and 
his moons must have been carefully ex- 
amined, I do not mean merely looked at, 
at least one hundred thousand times in 
the last hundred years. 

Now we shall be able to understand 
the extraordinary interest which the 
announcement of the detection of a 
fifth satellite has created. Here was 
this system which everyone knew, 
which had occupied so much attention, 
and now we are told on the best aathor- 
ity that there is something to be seen 
in it which has eluded all the eyes that 
ever looked at it before. This is indeed 
a surprise. Those who have good tele- 
scopes will think on the fortune which 
might conceivably have smiled on them 
if perchance the sateilite had presented 
itself on one of those rare occasions 
when it may come within the reach of 
instruments less powerful than that by 
which it was actually discovered. The 
mathematical astronomers, to whom 
the problem of Jupiter has ever been 
an attractive though a very difficult 
subject, will find that the new satellite 


time that would be on the whole most 
convenient, but the difference does not 
amount to much, as a glance at the 
glube willshow. Onall these grounds 
the present opposition of Jupiter is an 
eminently favorable one, so far as the 
observers, of the planet who dwell in 
northern latitudes are concerned. But 
even before the great globe has 
reached the position which is most 
advantageous for purpose of 
observing it, the . achievement at 
the Lick Observatory is recorded. 
This is all the more fortunate, 
because it gives us room to hope that 
for some weeks still the new satellite 
will be diligently pursued, and thus its 
orbit will be so far carefully deter- 
mined cs to admit of the theory of this 
new addition to our solar system being 
properly examined. 

Prof. E. E. Barnard has aiready ob- 
tained deserved fame as a skiliful as- 
tronomical observer, and therefore it 
is that his announcement of this new 
discovery has been at once accepted by 
astronomers. It is the extreme mi- 
nuteness of the body which has been 
the cause of its hitherto escaping no- 
tice. Weare told that the fifth satel- 
lite appears as a star of the thirteenth 
magnitude, if not even very much less. 
An object possessing no greater bril- 
liance than is thus indicated can only 
be perceived by a good telescope under 
the most favorable circumstances. 
When, however, the difficulties of see- 
ing the latter object are enhanced by 
the fact that it is located close to so 
brilliant a globe as the great planet, 
then it is only the exceptional powers 
of the Lick telescope, and the excep- 
tional excellence of the situation in 
which the telescope is placed, whica 
enabled it to be detected atall. So far 
as we can estimate the luster of the 
new satellite, it can hardly be the five- 
hundredth part of the luster of even 
the faintest of the older objects belong- 
ing to the same system. Indeed, not 
impropably the proportion must be ex- 
pressed by a figure considerably greater 
than that which I have written. If one 
of the older satellites were crushed 
intoa thousand equal fragments, the 
bulk of one of these fragments would 
be comparable with that of the new 
satellite. The distance of the new 
moon from the center of the planet ap- 
pears to be about one hundred and 
twelve thousand four hundred miles,

At present, the information to hand 
with reference to the circumstances 
under which the new satellite was dis- 
covered are somewhat scanty, bat the 
last reports are enough to remove any 
doubts that might have been previously 
entertained. The Lick Observatory has 
already become famous from the numer- 
ous valuable observations which have 
been made within the last few years. 
We certainly mean no disparagement 
to its previcus achievements when we 
say that they have been altogether cast | 
into the shade by the announcement of 
the last discovery which has been made 
on the summit of Mt. Hamilton. We 
fully appreciate tne splendid series of 
double-star discoveries by Burnham. 
We recognize the value of the observa- 
tions of Mars, of the beautiful lunar 
photographs, of the admirable and in- 
structive spectroscopic work of Keeler, 
but from henceforth it would seem that 
the Lick telescope must be chiefly re- 
membered, not for these admirable 
labors, but as the instrument, witb 
which Jupiter’s fifth moon has been 
found.

It is often difficult to observe one of the 
large satellites when in the act of tran- 
sit across the planet's disc, so we can: 
hardly be surprised that the transits 
of an object which is such an extremely 
small fraction of their size should not 
be perceived. Of course, there is a 
notable difference between the case of 
-a transit of a satellite over its primary 
and that of a planet, like Venus or 
Mercury, in front of the sun’s disc. In 
the latter case the planet appears asa 
black spot against the brilliant back- 
ground. In fact, it may be remembered 
that an unsuccessful search for an 
intra-Mercurial planet has actually been 
conducted in the manner thus suggested 
by seeing if it could not be observed 
during the progress of the transit. 
But the case is very different when 
a setellite of Jupiter transits over 
the face of the planet. The luster 
of the satellite, arising as it does 
from sunbeams only, is equal to the lus- 
ter of the face of the planet, except in 
so far as inequalities in the intrinsic 
reflecting powers of the two bodies 
may sufficeto cause a difference. The 
shadow of the new satellite on the globe 
of the planet, though no doubt it would 
be an extremely small point, would 
still, neverthless, be intensely black in 
comparison with the surrounding sur- 
face, and therefore it might be expected 
that it ought to be comparatively easy 
tqgsee when sufficient optical power 
was available.

There is no civil- 
ized nation whose inhabitants would 
not have experienced a thrill of pride 
if such an achievement as the discovery 
of the two moons of Mars or of the fifth 
satellite of Jupiter had been made 
Within its borders by one of its own 
people. As it happens, both these dis- 
tinctions belong to America, and those 
who are fully acquainted with the mat- 
ter know how valiantly the American 
astronomers have struggled with their 
difficulties and how triumphantig’ they 
have overcomethem. Nor should it be 
forgotten in this connection that the 
great Lick telescope, as well as the 
Washington telescope, are both of Amer- 
ican manufacture. They are the pro- 
ducts of the consummate optical skill of 


planet will be very low down for ob- 
servers in our latitudes, yet it will be 
very favorably placed for astronomers 
inthe southern hemisphere. Thus we 
may hope that we shall speedily ac- 
cumulate a considerable quantity of ob 
servations relative to the new object. 
To realize all that is implied by this 
discovery of an additional moon to the 
four previously known members of Jup- | 
iter’s system, it will be necessary to re- 
fer to another point. Every one who. 
knows anything of astronomy is aware 
that the distances of the several satel- 
lites from the center of the planet, and 
the periodic times in which they re- 
volve are connected by a definite rela- 
tion. -.This is, of course, an imme- 
diate inference from Kepler's famous 
law, It may be worth while to refer to 
this, as it leads to the recognition of 
certain important facts in connection 
with the new discovery. Let us con- 
sider, for instance, the innermost of 
the four well-known satellites of Jupi- 
ter. It revolves round its primary ina 
period which, according to the best de- 
termination, may be taken as one day, 
eighteen hours, twenty-seven minutes, 
thirty-four seconds. We may regard 
this orbit as circular and the distance of 
the satellite from the center of Jupiter 
as 262,000 miles. In like manner the 
outermost of the four satellites re- 
volves around Jupiter in a period of six- 
teen days, sixteen hours, thirty-two 
minutes, eleven seconds, and the length 
of its radius is \1,170,000 miles. 
There is a certain relation between the 
. four magnitudes I have named, which is 
expressed by saying that the squares of 
the times are proportional to the cubes 
of the distances. Asthis law depends 
upon gravitation it must be obeyed by 
any new satellite, and here we can 
foresee that the Barnard moon, what- 
ever else it may do, must at all events 
revolve in an orbit under such condi- 
tions that the cube of its radius bears 
to the square of the periodic time ex- 
activ the same relation as in the case 
of each of the other satellites. The ap- 
plication of this condition has proved 
sufficiently satisfactory” As we are at 
present informed aatance of the 
new catellite is ¥1 2,400 miles, and the 
period now assigned is eleven hours, 
fifty minutes. These two quantities do 
not exactly conform to the required 
conditions, but the discrepancy is in- 
considerable; for the distance stated, 
the time should have been somewhat 
more; for the time stated, the distance 
should be somewhat less. It is not sur- 
prising that these early announcements 
should lack the precision that will be 
expected when more time has been 
given to the investigationof the little 
object.

Those who provided these grand instru- 
ments, those who made them, those who 
used them, and the nation which owns 
them are all to be sincerely congratu- 
lated on the splendid results of their 
joint efforts. . 

The orbit of Jupiterso nearly resem- 
bles a circle that the distance from the 
earth tothe planet does not greatly 
alter. Accordinglythere is not much 
variation in the distance from the earth 
to the planet at one opposition and an- 
other. Itdoesso happen that in the 
opposition through which Jupiter is 
now passing, the actual distance which 
is attained is almost the smallest pos- 
sible. Eventhat, however, is nearly 
four times as great as the distance 
from the earthtothe sun. In the case 
of Juviter, the most important question, 
so far as the advantages for observa- 
tion are concerned, is the season of the 
year when the opposition takes place. 
For observations of a planet it is speci- 


as possible in the heavens. The atmos- 
pheric difficulties, which are always so 
embarrassing to the astronomer, are 
lessened with every increase of the al- 
titude. This consideration will show 
how it is that the present time of- 
fers exceptionally favorable advan- 
tages for the observation of Jupiter. 
As the great planets move in planes 
which are nearly coincident with the 
ecliptic, it follows that the best time 
for observing the planet will be daring 
the winter-season. Of course, the most 
suitable moment, so faras altitude is 
concerned, would be when the opposi- 
tion took place on midwinter day, while 
the lowest altitude would be reached in 
an opposition on midsummerday. At 
present the opposition of Jupiter takes 
place in the middle of October, that is 
still, no doubt, some weeks from the 


movements. 


unit of measurement to adopt is not to 
be expressed in miles or in thousands of 
miles. It should rather be given in 
terms of the equatorial radius of the 
planet. The sense of proportion is 
gratifed in this way of looking at the 
matter. This is specially advantageous 
in the case of Jupiter's moons, and we 
shall proceed to illustrate it by pointing 
out the movements that would be ap- 
propriate for moons placed at different 
distances from the center of Jupiter. 
The critical case of a moon which was 
as close as possible to the surface of the 
planet so as jastto graze it, is one of 
peculiar interest. moon so cir- 
cumstanced would have to hurry round 
its vast circle in something less than 
three hours. If its pace fell short of 
that so demanded the body would fall 
into the planet. Were it greater, then 
the body would fly off into a different 
path altogether. Jf a satellite were 
situated at a distance from Jupiter ex- 


at its equator, then the tome of revolu- 
tion would be’ just a little more than 
eight hours. With every increase in 
the distance there is a corresponding 
increase in the period. I need not fol- 
low the matter into any further detail 
beyond stating that if the distance of 
the satellite were ten times the radius 
of the planet, then the periodic time 
would be about ninety-two hours. 
There is, however, one special case 
of so much interes@that it must not be 
passed over. We have hitherto said 
nothing as to the rotation of Jupiter on 
its axis. Were Jupiter a rigid body 
throughout its mass, and could it con- 
tain neither oceans nor an atmosphere, 
then the speed at which the planet ro- 
tates would have no significance so far 
as movements of the satellites were 
concerned. But, of course, the suppo- 
sition just made is anything but correct 
with regard to the constitution of Jupi- 
ter. It.is doubtful if there are any 
parts of its vast globe which could be 
described as rigid, while it is certain 
that it is enveloped by a prodigious at- 
mosphere. Im other words,’ Jupicer is 
composed of materials which are liable 
to tidal influence. This being so, the 
speed of Jupiter’s rotation on his axis 
is a very important element in the con- 
sideration of the movements of his 
satellites. Wemay take the period of 
the rotation at 9 hours, 55% minutes. 
This would be the periodic time of a 
satellite which was situated at a dis- 
tance above the surface of.the planet 
which was about one and a quarter 
times as much as his radius; more accu- 
rately, this magnitude would be 2.273 
from the center of Jupiter, the unit, as 
before, béing the equatorial radius of 
the planet. A satellite which revolved 
in this critical orbit would occupy quite 
an exceptional position, asthe time of 


its revolution would equal that of thel 


planet’s rotation, so that the satellite 
would be congtantly over the same spot 
of the planet. The planet would, in 
fact, always bear the same face toward 
an obsetver situated on the satellite, 
just as the moon always turns the same 
face tothe earth. It is, however, cer- 
tain that the new satellite is somewhat 
outside this critical position. 

The fact that the period of revolu- 
tion of the new satellite happens to be 
sO nearly twelve hours leads to a some- 
what singular difliculty in determining 
It is plain that to find 
the orbit which it.pursues with any pre- 
cision it wonld be desirable to combine 
observations made when it was now at 
one side and now at the other side of 
Jupiter. Let us suppose that at mid- 
night the satellite is at its greatest 
distance to the east of the planet. It 
can then, ofcourse, be observed under 
the most favorable circumstances. 
Six hours. later the satellite, having 
accomplished half a revolution, will be 
at the greatest elongation west; but 
then Jupiter will be so placed that it 
could not: be observed. Daylight, of 
course, -follows, and in twenty-four 
hours after the tirst observation the sa- 
tellite will have resumed the position 


which ‘it had at midnight’ the 
preceding night. It thus follows 
that at one observatory it can 


orly be possible for many nights 
in succession to observe the satel- 
lites at one of the sides of Jupiter. If 
the period of revolution had happened 
to be an_honr or two different from 
what it actually is, then there would 
have been no such difficulty. A few 
nights after one elongation had been 
observed the other would have been pre- 
sented in a convenient phase for meas- 
urement. As it is, however, Prof. Bar-. 
nard must have his observations supple- 
mented by those at some other observa- 
tory ina considerably different longi- 
tude. Here isthedifficulty. Telescopes 
of sufficient power to show the new ob- 
ject there may be, but the exceptionally 
favorable conditions for observation 
presented on Mt. Hamilton are not 
easily to be paralleled elsewhere. It is, 
however, generally found that once an 
object has been discovered it is fre- 
quently possible to observe it again 
with telescopic advantages greatly in- 
ferior to those by which the discovery 
was made. 

As to the phvsical character of the 
new satellite itseems difficult to offer 


j any surmise. -It seems probably that so 


small an object must be in a solid state. 
We are inthe habit of accounting for 
the obviously non-solid condition of 
Jupiter himself by the excessive heat 
which Wie still contains. But the new 
satellite bears to Jupiter a proportion, 
let us say, of a grain of mustard seed to 
acocoanut. It therefore appears that 
though such a vist bulk as Jupiter may 
not vet have had time to cool down into 
the solid form, the same can hardly be 
averred ofits tiny companion. It there 
should be any fluid inaterials on the 
small satellite they must be distracted 
by the most terrific tides. It is certain 
that seas on its surface would be sub- 
mitted to tidal forces at least thirty 
times as potent as those on the earth. 
There cannot be a doubt that the new 
satellite will afford much occupation for 
mathematicians. It is hardly possible 
that it will not be the means of leading 
a fresh impetus to the study of the en- 
tire Jovian system. At the same time 
we must remember thatthe detection of 
the new body does not offer to us, so 
far as we are at present advised, any 
interesting information of the same 
character as that which the satellite of 
Mars presented. The mass of Mars was 
an element not very confidently known 
until the satellites had been discovered, 
and their distances and periods meas- 
ured. ‘The mass of Jupiter, however, is 
one of the most carefully datermined 
elements of the solar system. It has 
been accurately ascertained by the 
movements of its satellites, especially 
of the fourth. There can hardly be a 
doubt that the value assigned to it is 
right to within one-thousandth part of 
the whole. We have, _ therefore, 
nothing further of this kind to expect 
from the new satellite. I1t will also be 
remembered that one ofthe most aston- 
ishing. features of the Martian sys- 
tem of moons was the extraordi- 
nary rapid motion of the inner of the 
two, by which it coursed three times 
round the planet before the planet 
turned round‘once. This‘ fact, at the 
time of its announcement, was unique 
in the whole solar system. There was 
never a case known before in which a 
secondarv: planet accomplished a revo- 
lution in less time than the primary ac- 
complished a rotation. And so far as 
this discovery in regard toJupiter goes, 
the peculiar feature ofthe inner moon 
of Mars’ still remains unique. . Even 


though the period of the satellite is 
only aboot tyelve hours, it is still about 


actly equal to the radius of the planet |

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two hours longer than the time which 
Jupiter requires to spin round his axis. 


We ought, howevet, hete to notice that 


the rotation of Jupiter is exceptionally 
rapid. If the great planet required as 
much time for oné of his rotations as 
does Mars or the earth, then the new 
satellite of Jupiter Would present the 
same anomalous featpre to its primary 
as we actually find in Mars and its inner 
satellite. 

There are so many mysteries about 
Jupiter that we are specially giad to 
welcome the new satellite in the hope 
that somehow it will afford a clew to 
their explanation. We are still igno.- 
rant of the true nature ot the great red 
spot which has a period of rotation 
different from that of ,the planet itself. 
Then there are the small black spots 
which appear to revolve round the 
planet ina few minutes’ less time than 
the planet itself requires. Nor is it 
likely that Prof. Barnard’s discovery 
will remain an isolated one. The'an- 
nouncement speaks, it. is true, of only 
one new satellite, but jn all probability 


this is one of those discdveries which is” 


often succeeded by others’ of the same 
class. In the meantime we can only 
remark that the achievement has given 
a resuscitated interest to good old-fash- 
ioned telescopic work. This is the 
more needed because in these modern 
days of photographic and spectroscopic 
astronomy there is some tendency ta 
regard the more simple form of observa- 
tion as an art of the past.

AN OLD STORY REVIVED. 


How a Bank Lost $3520 Which Has 
Never Been Accounted For. 


For several days past there have been 


all kinds of rumors regarding the em- 


bezzlement ot a large sum of money at 
one of the local banks, and several 
items have appeared in the daily press, 
but the various bankers have refused to 
give any information and the name ‘of 
the bank was not learned until yester- 
day. 

The bank in question, it is now stated, 
is the National Bank of California, on 
the northeast corner of Spring and Sec- 
ond streets, and the sum which is mis- 
sing is $3520, the mysterious loss hav- 
ing taken place some eight or nine 
months ago, a full account of which ap- 
peared in Tue Timgs, exclusively, at the 
time. 

It will be remembered that a box con- 
tainiig the above sum was left out of 
the safe, through the carelessness of 
one of the bank officers one night, and 
the next morning it was missing. 

Police Detective Bosqui was given 
charge of the case, and, after working 
up the only clue to be had, he called to 
his assistance a mind-reader who hap- 
pened to be in the city at the time, but 
the ‘‘suspect’’ would not consent to the 
test, and a few days later Bosqui was 
called off and the search was dis- 
continued. 

The old story was revived a few days 
ago, when one of the bank officjals sud- 
denly resigned, or was discharged. 

Why a criminal prosecution has not 
grown out of the affair is one of the 


mysteries that corporations only can — 


explain.

BURIED IN THE TOMB OF ZOBEIDE. 
“Hi, you! Mobarak! Salaam aleh- 


kome!’’ shouted Paul Clayton, a boy of 
18, bringing his native boat witha big 
fish-fin sailinto the lee of the steamer 
Persia, from Bombay, as it dropped 
anchor for passengers off the orange 
and almond hills of Bushire.
